It is not a long circuit from tlm gato 
of tho Captain's garden to llitil of the 
famous temple, but even thai short 
distance shows us a few sights which 
would bo sullieiently atua/.ing in any 
other part of tho world.

bargaining as shrill as a chorus of an- 
gry parrots.

lowbrowed galowtiy all this vmisln's 
as if it had never been. Willi one .si ride 
wo go from tiio prosiuit to the past. 
Tho mighty ruins that start up llirougli 
masses of clinging foliage, in thf^ 
depths of tho Java forests, could hard- 
ly look more lonely and forsaken than 
this strange old fortress of l*".aslcrn su- 
perstition.

Throe hundred people, with ii|iliirti- 
od faces and slaring eyes walclicd liii. 
moiisler marble key.stone of the tircli 
of llio big lower of the Public iiuildings 
at Philadelphia :is il siviing in air. A 
slight board railing kcpl the crowd 
froln getting uuder the stone. Slender 
two-inch steel cables, looking hardly 
strong enough to bear a workman's 
weight, held tlie iiKiss. A tall man, 
with reddish whiskers, nitide the sig- 
nal to "lioisl away," and a black gitiiil 
arm strcKdiing oni from abo\-,' the mar- 
ble top, 190 feel in llie tiir, gather. -d in 
the slender cords. Tlio ligiire of a 
worlcman, seeming as though viewed 
from the largo end of a telescope, 
walked out upon the giant's arm and 
looked down. Beiictith tho stone a 
mason nonchalantly cliipiiivl away with 
hammer and chisel at a marble block. 
Tho "-rimy giant's arm made a sweep 
and slopped over tho aperture wliere 
the six tons of marble were to lodge, 
From tho courtyard bolow tho immense 
block looked as Ihougli two men could 
lift it. Across I'enn Si|tiare the brass 
hands ot llio Hrotui Stroel Station 
clock noted tlio lliglit of two hours be- 
fore the keystone was in place. 

"Tho heaviest stone in tho tower is 
the covering piece in the circlb form- 
ing the lower front of tho towor. It 
weighs thirty-two Ions," said Foreman 
Lawrence. "I expect to have all the 
stonework (completed by llio end of llie 
season of 18SG. Tho height of the tow- 
or then will be ,'310 feel. From thai 
olovalion tho irou work commences 
and goes up 196 foot lilgher, until, to 
tho crown of William Penu's hat, tho 
height of 535 feet is ruuclied."
